Whether the grand jury actually would go so far as 
to summon the President, and if it did what he would do 
about it, are matters of conjecture which are not likely 
to come up. 
The jury could, of course, summon him if it chose. 
He wouldn’t obey the summons—that goes without say­ 
ing. Nor is it in keeping with our system of government 
that the President be liable to call to appear before a grand 
jury in an affair in which he had no actual physical and 
personal contact— no matter how much he may have 
been on the scene in spirit. 
On the other hand—and here is the really big con­ 
sideration— it is not in keeping with our system of govern­ 
ment that any individual state be thus invaded with the 
power and influence and political prejudices of the man 
who occupies the White House. 
It would be wrong, even if the friends of the President 
were punctilious to comply at every point with the letter 
and intention of the law. 
It is intolerable when, as has happened over and again, 
men who obviously have the backing and encouragement 
of President Truman invade states or congressional dis­ 
tricts and blandly and defiantly violate all the laws con­ 
cerned— the laws of decency and the statutes intended 
to give the people clean and honest elections. 
Is it going to be Mississippi's good fortune to be the 
place where this corrupt and contemptible practice 
finally exposed and broken up> Let's watch and see.

the price reasonable." 
The brief also contends the pur­ 
chase price was substantiated by 
the reports of nationally-known ex­ 
perts. These reports. Including an 
appraisal 
by the American Ap­ 
praisal Co. which sot a value of 
$13,000,009 on the bridge proper­ 
ties. wore thoroughly studied by 
tho commissioners and freeholders 
prior to acquisition. 
Itoforring to the state’s charge 
(hut it was going to acquire the 
spans, the brief says; 
"Prior to this transaction, neith­ 
er the state nor any other public 
body mad** an attempt to obtain 
those bridges. There was no po­ 
litical entity in the state, except 
Burlington county, legally author­ 
ised or empowered to acquire these 
bridges." 
In reply to tho charge that the 
defendants wore dictated by MaJ. 
Cion. Clifford It, Powell, one of the 


former private owners of the spans, 
the brief says; 
"There is absolutely no evidence 
In this record that Powell domi­ 
nated them in any respect " 
"Only by disbelief of the sworn 
testimony of outstanding citizens 
of Burlington comity and the as 
sumption, guess or suspicion, could 
any conclusion of a Powell donut 
outing influence he reached and it 
we are going to deride lases on 
evidence rather than guesswork, 
the trial court's finding on this par­ 
ticular subject must he discarded 
as not supported from the mulls 
puled evidence.” 
The brief also contends: 
"It Is significant that In this m at­ 
ter there Is no suggestion In the 
record that the concerned public 
are anything other than greatly 
pleased with Burlington county’s 
acquisition of these bridges. 
"It seems to us. therefore, that in 
this case. It is beyond th*, power 
of the courts of this state to set 
aside or otherwise interfere with 
the acquisition of the bridges bv 
the county bridge commission or 
the Issuance and sale of Its bonds, 
unless It Ands that the bridge com* 
mission or the freeholders. In doing 
what they, did, did not In fact, per­ 
form the acts themselves by the 
use of their own judgment and dis 
cretkm, hut in acting were wholly 
subservlent to the will and Influ­ 
ence of others without exercising 
any Independent judgment or dis 
erat Ion." 
In condeslon, the brief states 
that the acts of the freeholders and 
bridge commissioners "were acts 
of judgment and policy based upon 
undisputed facts In their posses­ 
sion. end Intelligent and reasoned 
conclusions resulting from those 
facta. 
"We submit, that the Anding of 
the trial court . . . should he re­ 
jected and the judgment reversed "

WASHINGTON, July 12 — The 
Morgan Oil and Refining Company, 
owned by President Harry Truman. 
I). H. Morgan and W. H. Lynn, of 
Kansas, in 1916 cadged a lot of easy 
money by floating 60,000 shares of 
worthless oil stock. 
In large newspaper advertise­ 
ments they welcomed a flock of 
sin kers by extolling the virtues of 
the company’s management, its rich 
holdings and its oil reflinery at 
Kollin, Kans. One widow got taken 
for $262.60 via a cotne-on fetter 
from Mr. Truman. She died broke. 
I never thought I’d get lost in 
Kansas looking for an oil refinery. 
Nor that I'd get lost looking for 
llollin, Kans. Doth have vanished. 
In fact, as far as I can find out. the 
refinery never existed, and Rollin, 
at best, was a store, an outhouse 
and a wide spot in the road. I've 
practically had to disinter old­ 
timers to find someone who remem­ 
bers Rollin. Only Mr. Truman’s 
buddy, Morgan, remembers the re­ 
finery, and he's hasy about details. 
In fact, he's wrong. If there was 
anything at Rollin it was an oil 
skimming plant, not a refinery. A 
“skimming,” or "topping,” plant is 
the first clean-up process for crude 
petroleum, where the worst of the 
sludge and dirt is taken off. 
Just like the Morgan Oil and Re­ 
fining Company, its stock profits 
and holdings, things like a town 
and a refinery disappear fast in 
Kansas. Rollin. Kansas is now a 
flag stop along a railroad south, 
out of Chanute, Kane. That means 
it consists of a sign, put up by the 
railroad, reading: “Rollin.” Noth­ 
ing else. No people, no refinery, no 
oil company. 
I’m indebted to C. I). Blackwood. 
of the National Supply Company at 
Chanute, along with his wife. They 
probably remember more about the 
extinct town of Rollin than anyone 
else In Kansas. Their best recol­ 
lection Im that the so-called Tru­ 
man Morgan refinery went out of 


existence in 1911 or 1912. That was 
four years at best before Truman 
and Morgan were touting It as § 
choice bit of property they were 
willing to share with a few thou­ 
sand investors, 
Rollin was one of those oil Doom 
towns, laid out by speculators. You 
probably haven't thought about one 
for a long time, but lf you’ve ever 
lived in an oil country you won’t 
have any trouble recalling what 
they are like. 
Nicely laid out 
streets, dirt of course, but well 
named, with a few trees lining the 
drive, plus various plots designated 
with wooden signs such as “store,” 
“harness shop,” "factory." etc. 
Such was the beginning and the 
end of Rollin. The Santa Fe Rail­ 
road, taken in by the bnptn town 
talk, moved a boxcar in on a siding 
for a railroad station. It rotted on 
the tracks. Local jokesters soon 
termed the town "Roll-In.” In def­ 
erence to the solitary piece of rail­ 
road stock on the siding. 
Blackwood and his wife agreed 
that the skimming plant “didn't 
amount to much.” Blackwood said 
it consisted of a few pumps, boilers 
and a “run-down" house. He said 
the only Morgan he ever heard of 
around Rollin or Chanute was a 
Lex Morgan, who was not the 
President’s partner. 
Nothing is left of the Rollin plant 
that was held out to oil stock buy­ 
ers in the Truman-Morgan com­ 
pany. Not even rusty Iron scrap. 
Thirty-five years Isn't such a long 
time for a big plant to be In oper­ 
ation. In fact. In Chanute there Is 
an oil refinery now in operation 
that was built before the skimming 
plant at Rollin. But it was a real 
refinery, with all the machinery you 
usually associate with a commer­ 
cial oil operation. 
Apparently none of the Kansas 
citizens who purchased shares Ini 
the Truman-Morgan oil company | 
ever Journeyed to Rollin. 
Theyj 


their money sooner Some of them 
are wondering right now if they 
might not be able to collect. I doubt 
it, even though one 10-share holder 
wants to hold a stockholders’ meet­ 
ing in Kansas City now. Aftdf all, 
the President signed incorporation 
papers setting up the company for 
a 60-year period. It's only been 36 
years today. 
More about that tomorrow.
